As  a nonprofit  organization  doing  business  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  A.  Philip  Randolph 
Institute  San  Francisco  (APRISF)  complies  with  the  Nonprofit  Public  Access  Ordinance  (Sunshine  Ordinance). 

Public  Access  to  Meetings:  Each  year,  two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  APRISF  are  open  to  the 
public.  During  these  two  meetings,  members  of  the  public  have  the  opportunity  to  directly  address  the  Board  of 
Directors  on  any  item  relating  to  APRISF’s  operations  or  services  provided,  to  comment  on  Board  of  Directors 
membership,  and/or  to  nominate  themselves  or  others  for  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Directors.
